AN OBJECT LESSON. : 

HE strength and power of the republic—a government 
[tee the prop ar the sovereign rulers shaping th 

policy that shall govern the nation—have again been 
illustrated in the election which has just past. For weeks 
there bas been among the millions who inhabit the wide 
spaces of the continent a mighty upheaval of thought; all 
the political elements of a great nation of more than seven- 
ty-six millions of people have been stirred to their center; 
party strife has been strong and bitter; the policy advocated 
by each party has widely differed and been loudly pro- 


claimed, but when the time arrived for the sovereign peo- 
ple to pronounce their verdict, it was received by all parties 
and accepted as final, beyond all dispute and beyond all 
rebellion and protest. In nothing is the grandeur and the 
strength of the republic more fully illustrated than in this, 
for it is the triumph of the moral element of the nation; 
the mastery of mind over force; the triumph of principle 
over prejudice. Strong minds and undoubted patriotism 
were arrayed upon each side, and there were many who felt 
that the nation’s future weal hung in the balances, but 
when the verdict of the people was pronounced by the om- 
nmipotent voice of the free ballot, the sounds of wordy con- 
flict and arte were stilled, and the whole American peo- 
ple loyally accepted as their leader the man whom the 
majority had chosen at the polls. The nation moves on 
today calmly, hopefully, and not even the members of the 
vanquished party are troubled lest their rights be assailed 


fallible, but through the instrumentality of the free ballot, 
and the ceady acquiescence of the minority in the will of 
the majority, the mistakes of one period may be wiped out 
by the next, while the general trend is always for the up- 
lifting of the race. 

Thus we may always look hopefully forward te the 
future, feeling that the old era of tyranny and superstition 
is passing and that Freedom has already lighted her torch 
for the enlightenment and conquest of the whole world. 


MARVELS OF INVENTION. 
HE forces of the earth are called by such names as 
gravitation, caloric, affinity and electricity. Of the 
real nature of matter scientists state that they know 
absolutely nothing. “All human knowledge,” says the 
learned Prof. La Conte of the University of California, “is 
necessarily phenomenal.” The student stands before the 
inscrutable records of the earth and sees dimly that hints 
of far-off coming times have been sent on as in prophetic 
bulletins in advance of wider knowledge. Electricity was 
first discovered by the Grecks in amber, which was believed 
to have a life of its own, a soul whose attributes were so 
beautiful and mysterious that only the elect were permitted 
to know the magic of its light. Robert Boyle found the 
electric light in a diamond. 
Wheatstone in England, Morse in the United States, and 
Joseph Henry claim the invention of the telegraph. Many 
names ace associated with the invention of the electro- 


motor, and tvice as many with the electric railway. The 
Invention of the induction coil was claimed by two men. 
Several claimants have appeared for the incandescent lamp, 


and the microphone and the telephone. Later discoveries 
along the lines of communication have proven how at wide 
distances simultaneous intelligence seemed given in scien- 
tific discovery. 

These coincidences that have appeared as spontaneous 
phenomena in fields of experiment widely scattered might 
furnish long pages of chronological synchrony. That in- 
ventive ideas spring up, moving as the currents of the sea, 
or the voices of the wind, speaks for the sovereignty of the 
spirit of God. At the same time there is furnished the ob- 
server 2 wonder-world of psychical charm. Much that is 
called plagiarism might be better understood if likened to 
the violet whose heavenly blue was claimed by another 
violet across the field. The ghost of a violet of a long-gone 
June claimed the azure of tint of both blossoms by an 
antedatal right of possession Wise Nature knew she had 
endowed each of the three with the came tender shadows 
of her brooding sky. The contemporancity of discovery 
would incline one to a new reading of Winchell’s “Cosmical 
Dust.” The scientific author advanced the theory that each 
new day new dust comes to the earth from the near star 
worlds, which never belonged te it before. What waves of 
unknown forces may follow the invisible rain of material 
atoms is food for imaginative speculation. 

The conservation of energy existing through the whole 
creation, which must form the basis of mechanical and elec- 
trical problema, can be partially understood by the scien- 
tific mind. But who can comprehend the universality of 
the genius which is able to determine the power of elec- 
trical energy and chemical action, and dream cut by some 
occult inspiration the process going on in a voltaic cell, 
the energy of chemical action is transformed into an 
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Count Von Zeppelin with the invention which make; to great 
an epoch in aérial navigation. It is the faith of many 
that he has realized the dream of centuries. Other minds 
have wrought om the same idea. Some have dreamed of the 
effect of such an invention as did Prof. Simon Newcomb 


for his brief sojourn, and for his temporary, oftentimes 
difficult, adjustment to the conditions of time. If he looks 
on life as did the reverent-hearted Faraday, who set to 
work to improve lightheuse illumination, he will not be sur- 
prised at any new revelations which may be intrusted to 
the leaders of scientific invention. L. F. K

BE high Siccras raised their rounded summits grim 

and gray in tte moonlight which fell athwart the foot-

AT TEMPTED INVASION OF LITERA- 
TURE INTO PARLIAMENT.

ONDON, Nov. Literature started in strong in the 
British general election, row ovcr. One might almost 
have supposed that L“ after a candidate’s name 
meant “Literary feller,” while “C” stood for “Common 
herd.” Novelists, essayists, histccians, editors and pub- 
lishers figured in the lists; but somehow the “C’s” had it, 
and L“ got left in most csece. 

Gilbert Parker, author of “The Seate of the Mighty” and 
other successful novels and now a prominent bersonate in 
London literary circles, was the unly out-and-out novelist 
who captured a scat in Parliament, although Conan Doyle 
made a nt fight, and Anthony Hope was kept out only 
at the last moment by illness. J. M. Bacrie could have had 
the offer of a seat and Rider Haggard was ako somewhat 
tempted, but both of them held out against polilical hopes. 
Jerome K. Jcrome was to have been a candidate, but some- 
how his name failed to be posted—just how or why no one 
seems to know. 

Perhaps the saddest blow of all to the literary aspira- 
tions of the new Parliament was the defeat of Augustine 
Birrell, author of Obiter Dicta,” “Res Judicatac,” and 
many other volumes of delicate wit and discrimisating crit- 
icism. Mr. Birrell, who is a famous lawyer, and the hus- 
band of Lionel Tonnyson’s widow, was one of the leading 
lights in the Liberal party. When he wos down to make a 
speech, the Commoners used to straggle upstairs from the

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OUR NATIVE PALMS. 


2: NATURE'S WONDERFUL WORK IN 
SAN JACINTO MOUNTAINS. 
By a Special Contribuilor. 


T SEEMS as if Nature had picked out thé least favored 

spot in all California to bless with tte sight of a most 

splendid assemblage of magnificent trees. In a desert, 
by a lonely volcano ami ist sand, dry glare, and intense heat, 
with barren rocks and fruitless soll- bete one could revo 
expect to see beautiful green palms, growing in perfect 
luxuriance, with tops reaching in many cases over à hun- 
dred feet high 

The “way into this parlor is up a winding stair,” and 
through much dust, heat, and other irccnvenience. It is 
eituated in the San Jacinto Mountains, on the east, or desert 
side, and in Riverside county. 

There is in this locality a station called Palm Station, on 
the Southern Pacific Railrcad—the first stopping place in 
the Colorado Desert. It is a small settlement with only a 
few old dried-up houses and a postoffice. The stage takes 
passengers hence to Palm Springs, which is five miles east. 
This place is somewhat more cheerful, though not much of 
a town, and horses are to be obtained here to take the

The largest cafion is abcut fifteen miles in length, and 
this is fifteen miles of as beautifully-covered ground as was 
ever seen—thousands of great palms, ranging from fifieen 
to one hundred and twenty-five feet in height, adorn the 
lapdscape; it is a grand sight to see. Some of these, in 
fact the majority of the older trees, have their trunks 
blackened by fires that are frequent during every year. 

Other cafions are found near, within a few miles or even 
rods distance, where the palms are also growing luxuri- 
antly; bat not in such great numbers. The nearness to the 
mountain or a vatiation in the soll seems to have made 
a difference in the production of the foresta 

The growth of the palms is, however, limited to the 
cafions; mone are found on the mountain sides, and none 
gtew soo feet above the sea level; some are found below 
that, even reaching as far as from two to three hundred feet 
below the level of the ocean. It is thus found to be a 


cn purely tropical product, and one found only where the con- 
yles ditions are perfectly adapted to its growth.

It is fast losing its beatty, by 
reason of the dying out of the fires of the volcano, abd cer- 
tainly more money should be expended than the palt y sum 
of $500 or $600, which has lately been used in purchasing 
barbed wire to keep the cattle from eating off the “young 
and tender plants. Care should be taken also to prevent 
the ravages of forest fires and everything elee done to keep 
the location in as favorable a condition for the growth of 
these magnificent trees as can possibly be done. We shall 
probably not see such a spectacle again in many years as 
is to be found now by the side of the volcano of San 
Jacinto.

* NATION'S FIRST CABLE SHIP SOON 
2 TO BEGIN HER WORK.

Taken to the Morse Iron 
Works in Brooklyn, the Burnside was there reconstructed 
and transformed into a cable steamer. The cabins and 
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_ITHIN a short time the work of laving the inter 
W island cable in the Philippines will be begun. For 

some time the difficulty of communication between 
the islands has serious'y hampered American operations in 
the Philippines and has been the subject of complaints to 
the government from Gen. Otis, Geo. MacArthur and other 
officers. It was obvious that some method of auick com- 
munication must be put into operation, as the dispatches 
carried by the warships were in many cases too slow of 
delivery to be practicable. As soon as this important un- 
dertaking of laying a cable had been decided upon, the 
War Department set about finding a suitable vessel in the 
transport service. The Burnside was chosen on account of 
her large capacity, and her shallow draught in proportion to 
her size. She is the first cable ship ever owned bv the

On reaching the point from.whence the cable is to he 
laid, the crew proceed to land the heavy shore ends, this 
being done by hauling from the beach with ropes and sup- 
porting the cable with rubber air balloaps until sufficient 
length is landed. Connection having been made with the 
signal station on stcre, the Burnside will set out for the 
shore with which communication will be established, going 
at a rate from four to eight knots an hour. She must pro- 
ceed cautiously, <s the rate at which the cable is paid out 
depends on the depth of the water. In 2000 fathoms of 
water, for instance, the length of cable from the ship to the 
point of contact with the ocean bed is twenty miles. A 
sudden shallow from very deep water, as in the case of a 
submarine mountain, is likely to break the cable by too 
sharply shortening the slack. Then the tedious work of 
grappling for the broken end must be undertaken. Capt. 
Squires, who has the work in charge is an expert of long 
experience in cable work.

GRINDING CORN FOR A LIVING. 


A GEORGIA GIRL WHO CLEARS A FAIR INCOME 
YEARLY SELLING WATER-GROUND MEAL. 


By a Special Contributor, 


cleared $2100\ on my meal last year, and now am 
putting in a second set of stones in hopes of being able 
to fill the orders that I have taken for my winter trade.” 
The speaker was Miss Bertha Hopkins, and she has for 
the last two years made a speciality of supplying water- 
ground corn meal to a large number of patrons, mostly in 
Georgia and Carolina. 

“I began my present business at the death of my uncle, 
more than four years ago, and for two years scarcely made 
enough to pay expenses,” she continued. “At his death he 
left me a child’s share of his not-too-large property, which 
chanced to be an old-fashioned water mill. It is situated 
in a planting community, and has always done the grind- 
ing for all the plantations for miles around. 

“In my uncle’s day, and for the first two years that I 
had it, the grinding was done in the old way. Of the corn 
brought to be ground we received peck from every 
bushel. I had to employ a miller was always at some 
little expense in keeping the dam and machinery in or- 
der, so, of course, was forced to dispose of the corn taken 
as toll. For the first two years I followed my uncle's ex- 
ample and sold it as corn or meal to my neighbcrs at the 
market price for bolted meal. The last of those two 
years, however, being a good corn crop for this section of 
the State, I found great difficulty in getting rid of the toll 
and at last determined to make a trip to the nearest town, 
which is some twenty miles away, and see which could be 
disposed of to the greatest advantage, corn cr meal. I had 
collected over one hundred bushels and was sadly in need 
of money. ‘ 

“At breakfast the morning after my arrival, the pro- 


prictor of the hotel where I stopp:4 said to me, ‘Ah, Miss 


Bertha, if I could only get some of the good water-ground 


meal that was ground at your mill when I was a boy I 
believe I would never eat any other bread.’ 

ou can get it,’ I told him. ‘I am using the same 
stones and the same machinery that was used at that 
time, and my miller has been there for more than twenty 
years. What will you pay me for five bushels?” 

Au pay you $15 for ten bushels, if you will promise 
to keep me supplied for two years. If once my patrons 
taste that meal I could never satisfy them with the com- 
mon bolted stuff that we buy now. It is ground so fast 
and the corn is heated te such an extent that the taste is 
killed out of it. I will guarantee to pay double the mar- 
ket price for the bolted stuff, and will make a reputation 
for this hotel and for your meal.’ 

“Meal, the fine-bolted kind—which, as everyone knows, 
is as much like that ground in an old-fashioned water 
mill as a banana cipened in cold storage in New York is 
like those plucked ripe from the tree—was selling for 75 
cents a bushel, so I was ready enough to take the hotel 
proprietor’s offer. Then going out among grocerymen I 
found that they were one and all ready to take my mea! 
to sell om commission. The hotelman had offered me 
double that for which the bolted was selling in the market, 
and I determined that I would try to get the same price 
from the general public, although many of the merchants 
assured me that I would not succeed. 

“Then I went home and set to work to fill my orders. 
I went to the mill myself and stood at the miller’s side 
and superintcnded the grinding as well as the sacking and 
branding, so anxious was I that ev should be 
just as it ought. Then I shipped the number of bushels 
ordered and waited the result with what impatience any 
one who has spent more money on a venture than they 
dan safely afford to lose can judge. It had been the agree- 
ment with the grocerymen that at the end of the first two 
weeks they would write me a statement of their sale, and 
tell me what they considered the outlook. 

“In less than a week after the meal was put on sale I 
had letters from two of the best merchants asking for an- 
other shipment and containing checks for all the meal that 
they had received. Before the end of the second month I 


was buying corn to fill orders for meal, and have bum 
doing so ever since. 

At the end of that first year I had 
ducing my meal into the wholesale as well as 
trade of twenty towns and cities in Georgia 
Carolina, but I had learned enough te follow 
of a very successful merchant and sell no 
mission. I sold direct to the trade last year, 
met with none of the small worries that annoyed me ths 
first year. 

“Although I am putting in 
not intend that they shall be 
the old ones, for that is just the 
meal so much more valuable than that 
with modern machinery.

FIVE WAYS TO COOK EGGS. 


RECIPES THAT IMPART A NOVEL FLAVOR TOA 
STANDARD DISH.

Baked. Eggs.—Butter plentifully a very-hot 
baking dish, break into it half a dozen fresh eggs, 
them liberally with white pepper and salt, dash 
with tabasco, dot with bits of butter, and set in 
hot oven. Bake five minutes, then strew 
grated cheese, return to the oven and bake 
longer. Another way is to line the hot dish 
crisp buttered toast, break an egg on cach 
it lightly with salt and pepper, bake and 
tomato catsup. 

Egg Salad.—Have a ckillet half full of hissing 
break very fresh eggs carefully isto it, and 
brown on both sides. Take them out with a skimmer 
not to break them, remove the Whites, and la 
the yolks unbroken upon half-bleached lett 
pour over them a French dressing made wit 
in place of vinegar, 2nd serve with graham 
very thin-buttered trown bread. 

Egg Sandwiches.—Break a hole in the ends of 
drain off the whites, and set the yolks still in the shells 
a hot oven for twenty minutes. Remove from the shell 
and rub with two tablespoonfuls of butter—melted—cm 
teaspoonful lime juice, salt, white pepper and tabasco # 
taste. When well mixed add two tablespoonfuls gratel 
cheese, work smooth, and spread on thin well-buttered 
teead. Either capers or shredded olives may be dete 
over the spread surfaces, or dry mustard can be sprint 
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very . When it begins to simmer draw it aside, 
and let it stand where it will keep hot, without boiling, 
for ten minutes. This makes the eggs, white and yolk, 
the consistency of jelly, and takes away the raw taste 
qithout rendering them indigestible. 

Egg Demplings.—Eoil half a dozen eggs five minutes, 
peel them, ani wrap them, still hot, an inch thick in 
forcemeat, made thus: On: pint stale bread ccumbs, two 
tablespo nfuls drippirgs or butter, one small onicn minced, 
ene teaspoonful powdered herbs, half saltspoonful salt, 
4 dash of pepper, and a teacup of old meat, finely chopped. 
Aéé enough stock, hot water, cr hot milk, to soften the 
mass, and mix it well. As you wrap the eggs in it set 
them around a baking dish, then bake for fifteen minutes 
and serve very hot.

ships, although it will probably seem to most of you that 
they should have been placed with the crows ani ravens, 
on account of their black coats and micchicvous ways. 


There are several epecies of blackbirds here in Southern | 
California, the most common of which is probably the one 


that the boys call the “true blackbird,” to distinguish it 
fr.m the red wings wh ch rest so plent fully in our marshes. 
It is in reality net a blackbird at all, but a grackle—one 
of their names being, in fact, “the blue-heoded grackle.“ 
so-called from the shining blue-black color of the head of 
the male. They are very plentiful just at this season of 
the year at all the ranch-houses, especially ab ont barns, old 
vards ard outhouses, rem uding one of bands of pigmy 
crows. Their metallic black coats and krigkt yellow eyes 
give them an expression cf impish sagacity that is interest- 
ing in the extreme. They have nore of the red epaulets or 
yellow heads which characterize their brethren of the 
marshes, yet they add much to the beauty of these autumn 
days as they circle in flocks of from ten (o fifty among the 
o-chard trees, or cover the windmil’s with the'r dark bodies. 
Their food consists of almost anything eatable, small 
grains, bits of refuse, insects and even scraps from the 
kitchens go to make up their bill of fare. 

They are residents of all the lower parts cf this country, 
as well as the rest of Southern Califocnia. Like the shrikes,

Matvelous Stowing Away of 
All Belongings—Off for 
San Francisco. 


Almost as marvelous as the biblical 
parable of the loaves and the fishes 
was the exit from Los Angeles of the 
Maurice Grau Opera Company and its 
chattels. It was nearly miunight when 
the curtain dropped after the last act 
of the performance last evening, and a 
little more than an hour later the last 
vestment of the troup and the most 
belated of all its members, comfortably 
located in a special train, were whirl- 
ing away toward San Francisco, where 
an engagement will be opened tomor- 
row evening. 

At the close of the play last evening 
there was a grand rush. The train 
which carried the troup and its be- 
longings north was to start at 1 o’clock 
this morning, and by that hour the 
hundreds of unpacked trunks and other 
receptacles for carrying the property 
of the company had to be in order and 
at the depot. Property men, chorus 
girls, stars and managers of the de- 
partments jostle one another in the 
large property-room of Hazard’s Pa- 
vilion, and the orchestra musicians 
joined in the rush to dispose of their 
instruments. Boxes, baskets and bags 
were scattered about the floor in in- 
discriminate piles, and the throrg of 
workers hast!ly disposed cf their depths 
au marvelous array of tights, tin horns 
and tallow candles, as well as all other 
imaginable articl from the crown of 
the king to the torch of the lowliest of 

pages. 
MUSIC WRAPPED UP. 

At one side of the room were ar- 
ranged the trunks and instrument 
cases of the orchestra members, and to 
this spot they all hastened as the last 
strain of the opera died away. Hardly 
had the audience begun to leave the 
auditorium before the last ins rument 
was strapped and locked in its case, 
preparatory for the ¢rip northward. 
The violins, cornets, and other smal! 
instruments were easily disposed of in 
their cases, which the musicians car- 
ried as they started for the devot. 

Tenderly as a mother carried her 
baby the orchestra members bore their 
instruments to the property-room. 
The big tuba was put to sleep. as it 
were, between miniature bed ticks in 
the bottom of a h trunk, although 
there had been stuffed into its 
bell end a dress vest. three pairs of 
socks, half a dosen handkerchiefs, a 
c case and several other articies. 

er the b'g instrument had been cov- 
ered with the last of four bed ticks 
among which it was packed, the cov- 
ering was strapped down and the per- 
sonal effects of the musician who ex- 
ercises his lungs through its many 
turns and curves were placed on top. 

Velvet-covered pads, a pair of trous- 
ers and a dress coat were ingeniously 
stored around the bass viol after it 
had been laid in its monster case, from 
which the owner had taken his street 
suit after retiring from the pit. 

French horn—it is called French 
use it is so crooked—was wedged 
into a queer shaped case, and between 
its many windings, the owner squeezed 
a pair of cuffs, two shirts and about 
five yards of ordinary cloth, supposedly 
to keep it from rubbing the sides of 
the plush-lined case. 
DRESSERS’ MIRACLE. 

Upstairs back of the stage were the 
dressing rooms assigned to the ballet 
and chorus girls. There were about 
forty giris, but only five small rooms. 
They all dressed there, and they all un- 
drested there. The chorus was in it to 


the final drop of the curtain, but it | 


was only a few minutes after that un. 
til the last girl had donned a street 
costume and was ready for the start. 
It was the dressers here who performed 
a part of the miracle. Just how forty. 
five girls, and some of them were big 
girls, could be accommodated in five 
small rooms is rather mysterious. The 
girls finished their street toilettes al. 
most simultaneously, and as the» 
trooped down stairs together they were 
followed by their dressers, almost hid- 
den by the monster bundles of multi- 
colored tights and other togs which 
they carried. These articles were pilea 
helter skelter on the baskets and boxes 
in the property room, half a dozen 
packers laid violent hands on them, 
and soon the entire equipage of the 
gaily-bedecked chorus of a half an 
hour before was folded and packed 
neatly in the big wooden boxes. 

In the men’s general dressing room 
there was a scene of confusion after 
the play. Three attendants stripped 
the male singers of their stage rai- 
ment, and in scarcely less time than 
it takes to tell it, the men were start- 
ing for the depot, their costumes, like 
those of the girls, being piled high on 
the baskets and boxes in the big room. 

PROPERTY MAN’S WORK. 

One end of the room was devoted t> 
the property man and his ‘essistant:. 
To the inexperienced eye the operators 
in this part of the busy place seemei 0 
throw articles indiscriminately into wie 
big wooden boxes. Plush and velvet 
curtains and cushions were piled into 
the same box that contained nate 
and tallow-besmirched torches, and 91 
though apparently carelessly disposed 
of, each article seemed to fini its 
proper niche, and a box Kid feet was 
loaded with what appeared to be a 
room full of equipment. 

The manager of the costume depart- 
ment took a chorus girl to task for 
having too many bundles, saying they 
would not go into the trunk. 

“]T can't carry a bundle on my back,” 
was her saucy retort, and she turned 
her back on the manager, leaving him to 
dispose of the extra bundle as he or 
the packer saw fit. 

“VISITING” NORDICA. 

Nordica’s dressing-room was by, itself 
on the opposite side of the stage, and 
thither, after the final act, the star, 
with her maid, went to prepare for the 
journey north. Melba had occupied a 
room next to that assigned by Nordica, 


but it was vacated the night before, 
Melba having finished her local en- 
gagement Friday evening. 

Nordica had not reached her room 
when the first eager member of the 
audience entered the room dividing the 
stage from the auditorium, and from 
that time until the singer who is said 
to be able to sing people’s hearts right 
out of them, started for her carriage, 
her room was surrounded by quite a 
number of women and little girls, some 
of their escorts also hovering in the 
vicinity. They could not see a biessed 


‘thing inside of the room, for it was 


closely curtained, but Nordica was 
there, and there they stayed. 

Meantime the castles and beautiful 
scenes which exist only in stageland, 
were being rolled up or broken in 
pieces and hurried from the building 
to nine large trucks waiting to carry 
them to the depot. Big curtains, trat 
when lald on the floor of the stage, 
looked like tents after a Wind storm, 
wefe folded or rolled into wonderfully 
small bundles and hurried away on the 
shoulders of perspiring p men, who

VICTORY NEAR 
FOR LIBERALS. 


— — 


Rebels Have Upper Hand 
in the Republic. 
The Government Troops 
Meet Reverses. 


Final Stand to Be Made at 
Baranquilla— Rout at 
Buenaventura. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, Nov 10.—A dispatcu to 
the Herald from Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
says important news indicating that 
the Liberal rebellion in Colombia will 
result in the overthrow of the govern- 
ment, has been received from Panama 
by the steamer Loa. Strict censorship 
on the government wires has prevented 
telegraphic news from being sent out, 
but information showing that im- 
portant military operations have been 
conducted within the last month and 
that the governmen has met with 
severe reverses, has reached the is- 
thmian city. 

Gen. Uribem, chief of the Liberal 
forces in the east has won an im- 
portant victory in the capture of Cor- 
ozal, one of the government's strong- 
holds in the Habana region of Bolivar. 
This city, which has 10,000 inhabitants 
and is an important place, will give 
the rebels a base in which to operate, 
against the Caribbean ports of Car- 
thagena and Baranquilla, and was hela 
by a government force about 1000 
strong under Gen. Rodriguez. 

Uribem attacked with a force of 1500 
men. After several sharp engage- 
ments he surrounded the place and 
Gen. Rodriguez, seeing it would be use- 
less to resist, surrendered on October 


15. 

Liberal terms were granted by the 
rebel leader. He permitted Gen. Rod- 
riguez and his officers to depart with 
swords and baggage and all the neces: 
sary supplies and anjmals to transport 
their belongings. The soldiers were de- 
prived of their guns and ammunition, 
and then set free on parole. This con- 
duct on the part of Uribem and the 
prestige of victory made most of the 
men of Rodriguez's army his partisans, 
and they were incorporated into his 


force. 

With the fall of Baranquilla it Is 
generally recognized that the insur- 
rection will be a success and the gov- 
ernment is making every effort to de- 
fend the port. Gen. Pinzon, Minister o 
War took personal command of a force 
of 3000 men that recently started from 
the capital to operate against Uribem. 
It is feared, however, that his army 
has been intercepted by the rebels in 
Tolima province, north of Bogota, as 
nothing. has been heard from him in 
Baranquilla. 

The rebels of Santander also would 
dispu his way. They hold strong 
positions at Barranca and Bermek on 
the Magdalena River, under command 
of Gen. Vargas Santos and could stop 
progress of the government forces by 
water, thus making Uribem free to 
operate in Bolivar province. 

The steamer Astronomer, which ar. 
rived at Colon on November 3, wont 
news that the torpedo boat Peralonzo, 
operated by the rebel forces, had been 
sighted at Rio Hacha, going west and 
apparently on ite way to take part m 
operations against Baranquilig. 

Late advices from Buenaventura also 
show a serious condition in the west. 
Buenaventura is besieged by a strong 
force of Liberals and biockaded by the 
rebel steamers Galtan and Salinas. The 
‘government gunboat Boyaca is held in 
the harbor. It is partially disabled and 
unable to give battle to the insurgents 
craft. 

The city is defended by 700 gover. 
ment troops, well intrenched. A de- 
termined attack was made by the reb- 
els on November 3, but it was repulsed. 
The government commander is fearfu, 
that he will be unable to resist much 
longer. 

Cali, one of the chief cities of the 
Cauca Valley, across the mountams 
from Buenaventura is also closely be- 
sieged. Sharp fighting took place 
there on November 3, the insurgents 
making an attack on the intrenched

HYDROSTATIC LEVEL. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 3—The instru- 
ments most popular for leveling in lay- 
ing out large works, are the engineer's 
transit, theodolite or architects Y 
level, all of which are of the utmost 
utility for mect znical operations, When 
these instruments are not at hand the 
builder can easily improvise a water 
level which is accurate lu its action and 
simple in its application. It consists 
of a long piece of ribbed rubber hose or 
pipe, half an inch in diameter inside, 
with pieces of transparent glass 
twelve or eighteen inches long, 
serted in each end. Tubes graduated 
Into Inches and parts of inches down to 
sixteenths should be obtained if pos- 
sible, but if not, smooth tubes of clear 
thick glas will do, and a quarter or 
half inch-section can be cut off the énda 
of a rubber pipe and set over the glass 


}tubes, which will slide up or down so 


as to form a guage. Water is ed 
into the rubber hose or pipe and glass 
tubes till the ends overflow, when they 
are kept full by placing a small tip or 
faucet at the end of the tubes. n 
in use the faucets must be open in 
order to allow the water to find is own 
level.

It is feared, however, that his army 
has been intercepted by the rebels in 
Tolima province, north of Bogota, as 
nothing has been heard from him in 
Baranquilla. 

The rebels of Santander also would 
dispute his way. They hold strong 
positions at Barranca and Bermejs on 
the Magdalena River, under command 
of Gen. Vargas Santos and could stop 
progress of the government forces by 
water, thus making Uribem free to 
operate in Bolivar province. 

The steamer Astronomer, which ar. 
rived at Colon on November 3, Yrought 
news that the torpedo boat Peralonzo, 
operated by the rebel forces, had been 
sighted at Rio Hacha, going west and 
apparently on its way to take part m 
operations against quilla. 

Late advices from Buenaventura also 
show a serious condition in the west. 
Buenaventura is besieged by a strong 
force of Liberals and biockaded by the 
rebel stea Galtan and Salinas. The 
government gunboat Boyaca is held in 
the harbor. It is partially disabled and 
unable to give battle to the insurgents 
craft. 

The city is defended by 700 gover. 
ment troops, well intrenched. A de- 
termined attack was made by the reb- 
els on November 3, but it was repulsed. 
The government commander is fearfu: 
that he will be unable to resist much 
longer. 

Cali, one of the chief cities of the 
Cauca Valley, across the mountains 
from Buenaventura is also closely be- 
sieged. Sharp fighting took place 
there on November 3, the insurgents 
making an attack on the intrenched 
position.

HYDROSTATIC LEVEL. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—The instru- 
ments most popular for leveling in lay- 
ing out large works, are the 
transit, theodolite or architect's Y 
level, all of which are of the utmost 
utility for mect anical operations. When 
these instruments are not at Hand the 
builder can easily improvise a water 
level which is accurate in its action and 
simple in its application.
